BDARD TO PROBE WAR

Berlin, Tuesday, June 3.—Professor 


Hans Delhrueck. General Count Max 
Montgelas, and Prof. Weber, 
German 


experts at Versailles have drawn up a 
long memorandum on the question of 
responsibility for the war which will be 
presented, as a reply to the 
entente 


commission's report on the subject. 


The memorandum argues the necessi 


ty of submitting the question to an im 
partial commission 
for 
Investigation 


and denies there was any secret plot 
between Berlin and Vienna to destroy 
Serbia. It says that the German gov- 
ernment could not accept the efforts of 
Sir Edward Orev, the British secretary 
for foreign affan-s in 1914. who offered 
to mediate, because it doubted his pow- 
ers to check the warlike aspirations of 
Russia. Kmperor Nicholas' proposal to 
refer the dispute to The Hague also 
tailed, it is said, because on the same 
day that the proposal was made the 
mobilization of 13 army corps was or 
dered. Russia's imperialistic policy, the 
memorandum argues, made war with 
Germany inevitable. It says that Ger- 
many's war against France was one of 
defense and admits that 
Germany's 


naval policy was of such a nature us 
to arouse the distrust of Great Britain.

Forces said to 
have recruited from political exiles 
formed bands along the Nicaraguan 
frontier near Lake Nicaragua and ad- 
vanced southward, clashing on several 
occasions with forces commanded by 
Joaquin Tinco. Costa Rican minister of 
war. 
The fighting has been restricted 


almost entirely to the 
mountainous 


country near the Nicaraguan bordttr. 
although recently skirmishes 
further 


south have been reported. 
The situa- 


tion is quite obsecure owing to the fact 
that the reports from Costa Rica have 
been of a conflicting nature.

Arenas is a port on the Pacific coast of 
Costa Rica anil is the pacific terminus 
of the railroad extending aeroim Costa 
Kica to Port Union, which is the most 
important harbor on the Atlantic side 
of the <-ountry.

YORK, TENNESSEE'S 


MUBI.ENBEEG. 


(Philadelphia Ledger.) . 


While a certain type of mind will 


squirm these days as it reads of the 
honors that crowd the path of Sergt. 
Alvin C. York, of Tennessee, who, like 
the captains of Bible times, slew twen- 
ty-five Germans and captured 
132 in 


one engagement, although he was an 
elder in the Church of Christ and was 


most healthy-minded Americans. York 
will stand as the best type of the Amer- 
ican soldier. 
For Sergt. York was op- 


posed to w-ar and ia still opposed 
to 


war. 
Though he 
has 
been medaled 


and honored by congress and by Foch. 
and ia now being given practically the 
freedom of America, he is still the same 
simple, honest elder of the Tennessee 
mountains and has not become a blood- 
thirsty monster or a cruel and relent- 
less advocate of might as again right. 
No, Elder York when he was 
drafted 


saw that there was a great idea back of 
America's participation in the war. 
He 


believed that "righteousness exalteth a 
nation" and also that it should prevail, 
and he convinced himself and others, 
too, that it was this country's duty and 
his. by the way, not some other per- 
son's duty who was not an objector, to 
put an end to the threat of might with 
which Germany filled the earth. As a 
Christian, as Dr. Van IJyke has point- 
ed out. Yoik made that tremendous 
and necessary distinct'in between hate 
and righteous 
abhorr : re of wrong, 


without Which abhorred e moral 
and 


spirital concepts are a 
mere 
feeble 


beating of the winds. So. as our own 
Muhtenberg did in the 
Revolutionary 


davs. Elder York saw that there was a 
time for fighting as well as a time for 
prayer and exhortation. 
And that he 


mind and modest withal warrants the 
enthusiasm over him, since what he 
does and says is a rebuke to those who 
would have us believe that this high 
police duty that our men 
performed 


acioss the ocean has permanently Im- 
paired

Sergt. York proves, aas it were on be- 
half of all his associates. It has given 
them a clearer vision of actualities and

THE COURTS 


WORLD HAS MUCH COCHINEAL 


Little Probability That the Supply will 


Fall Much Below the 


Demand. 


In tho first half of the last cen- 


tury the culture and growth of th* 
cochineal Insect was introduced, and 
so successfully carried out in vnrl- 
ous pnrts of the old world that th» 
quantify yearly produced now rivals 
the whold amount obtained from Cen- 
tral America, the source from which 
nil foreign supplies were first obtained. 
In 1831 the culture of tho cochineal 
was commenced on the Canary islands, 
and the first crop consisted of only 
8 pounds; in 1832, It was 120 pounds; 
in 1833, It had risen 
to 1,319; 


and 
in 1849. the 
rnonnous quan- 


tity of 800,000 pounds was exported 
from these Islands, the greater part 
of which was sent to Knjtland and 
France. 
In 1845 1b»\qiinntity of co- 


cl'ineal produced in Java, under the 
pafron.nie of the Dutch government, 
mounted to 45,000 pg^'nds. Under the 
auspices of the Frafcli 
government, 


plantations were coannencen in Al- 
geria, which promise *fo Succeed ad- 
mirably. 
Some specimens already ex- 


ported are pronounced to be superior 
to the finest qualities from Mexico. 
Soils unfit for the cultivation of the 
vine, or potato, readily support the 
cactus, on which the cochineal insect 
feeds, while the insect can be more 
readily raised than the-'ftltkworiu, and 
with. less chances of loss.

commissioners, however, until contents 
of the decision are known more fully. 
The supreme court held that Burle- 
on has ample authority to interfere 
with intrastate rates. The case decided 
was that from South Dakota, which is 
one of the many states which sought to 
prevent Burleson's order of last Jan- 
uary for approximately at 25 per cent 
increase in long-distance rates. 


It is believed at the utilities com- 
mission that the supreme court ruling, 
by inference, will knock out the injunc- 
tion of Judge Kinkead of the Franklin 
County common pleas court against col- 
lection of the increased rates In Ohio. 


At the courthouse, however, it 
is 


thought Kinkead's injunction will stand 
unless the laws of South Dakota are 
substantially similar to those of Ohio. 


Attorney General Price was gratified 
over the temporary injunction obtained 
In federal court against operation of 
the West Virginia law against shipping 
of gas into Ohio until the needs of that 
state are supplied. Price will attempt 
to have the injunction made permanent 
on grounds of unconstitutionallty of 
the law.

There la usually— perhapa always— 
present In addition, aome llfht origin- 
ating on the earth's atmosphere which. 
from the presence In Its spectrum of 
the brlf bt line characteristic of the au- 
rora, betrays Its place of origin. 


"When we are out In the open on a 


clear, starry night," explains Henry 
Norrls Russell, Ph. D., In Scientific 
American, "we hardly realize bow 
strong 
this 
Illumination 
Is — It 
Is 


quite enough to find one's way by 
across open country. 
Bat when once 


we get a glimpse of the sky through 
an opening between thick trees, we 
see at once that, even on a brilliant, 
moonless night, when the sky, as we 
look sharp at It, seems like black Tel- 
vet powdered over with sparkling 
points, the background Is really any- 
thing but dark. 


"Now. there can be no doubt that 


the light — one might almost say the 
glare — of this general Illumination of 
the sky drowns out the fainter stars. 


"To give an Illustration from com* 


mon experience, whenever we see a 
star through a little gap In the leafage 
of a tree, upon the dark background. 
It looks much brighter than ordinary — 
not because It has changed at all, bnt 
on account of the greater contrast 
with the blackness surrounding It. 


"That the human eye can actually 


detect exceedingly faint illumination 
Is confirmed by experiments upon the 
visibility of little disks of white card- 
board mounted on a black background, 
and observed In a dark room by the 
light of a single star (usually Sinus) 
shining through a small opening In a 
shutter."
